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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-4, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 2-4, 8 and 10 all recite the limitation "said holding means." There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. The amendment of claim 1 
to recite first and second holding means renders the subsequent limitations of "said 
holding means" indefinite as it is not clear which holding means, the first or second, the 
following limitations are referencing. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 5-7, and 9 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the specifics of the first and second holdings means 
in combination with the other elements set forth in claim 1 . Specifically the ability to 
actually grip the sheets and transfer them in two opposing directions differentiates the 
first holding means from the prior art when considered in combination with the other 
claim elements.
